Open Highways Meet Approval 


The demand that the county highways be kept open for 


traffic this winter has met with instant approval in all sections, 
according to early reports. Many have assured the Gazette that 
support of such a move will be forthcoming. Those who have 
indicated their desires to have open roads-have expressed the 
opinion that immediate action should be taken to obtain neces- 
sary machinery and men to carry on the work". 


Under the state law, the county board has the right to pro- 


vide for funds to carry on the work of clearing: snow from .high- 
ways, the cost to be paid by the county out of such funds as the 
county board may provide by county tax or otherwise. 


The state highway commission has informed the Gazette 


that machinery for dealing roads is available. Complete infor- 
mation concerning these machines has' been promised the Ga- 
zette by the state commissioner. It will no doubt arrive at this 
office Tuesday morning. 
County Highway Commissioner Moore can obtain this infor- 


mation if he already has not done so. This newspaper will give 
any aid necessary to support a move to have the county board 
meet in special session to arrange for the funds. 
Inasmuch as the law is plain regarding keeping highways 


open and because county officials have; done nothing to carry out 
the provisions of the law, it seems necessary to take immediate 
steps to get the proper machinery into action. Even under nor- 
mal conditions a delay will be experienced and thousands of dol- 
ars will be lost to citizens if the roads are not opened. 


The Gazette this morning telegraphed Senator Lenroot and 


Congressman Randall at Washington, asking if they could aid 
the county in obtaining one or more light army tanks to be used 
in road work, if they are practical and are desired. Counties in 
Northern Michigan have already taken steps to obtain these 
tanks. Rock county could take the lead in this state by malting 
efforts to obtain them.

ter of keeping winter traffic open at this time when we are beset 
by transportation problems which threaten our business life, we 
are submitting herewith the provisions of that section of the 
state law which concerns open highways:

"Washing-ton, Dec. S.—The Ameri- 
can farmer leads the world in in- 
dividual production of crops, Secre- 
tary Houston of- the department of 
agriculture asserted today in Ills an- 
nual report. 
While countries such 
as Belgium, under intensive farming, 
get a higher acreage yield, he said, 
taking- both acreage and yield per 
acre Into account., the American agri- 
culturist produces two and a hair 
times as much as his Belgian and 
German rivals, two and three-tenths 
times as much as the British farmer, 
three and two-tenths times as much 
as the French, and more than six 
times as much an the Italian. 
The result of this and of the Amer- 
ican farmer's war work is shown in 
Ihe 1019 American crop production, 
placed at three times greater in value 
than the average annual output dur- 
ing the five year period prcc-edingr the 
Kuropean war. 
The aggregate value 


of all crops this year is placed at 
515,873,000,000 as compared to $1*.- 
222,000,000 in 131* and an average of 
$5,,S29,000,000 during the live year 
period.

llrsc in the history of the country-

Even though the senate finishes tinkering- with tha 


peace treaty -with Germany In If me that Wilson can de- 
'clare the war at an end, the country will still be in a 
state or war with Austria. This has been pointed out 
by the office of the attorney general. 


Wilson has made it known that he will declare the 


country-'at peace at the earliest possible moment, but 
oven he likely will draw the line at promulgating peace 
when tha country still is officially at war with Austria. 


And even should Wilson, proclaim peace .in the effort 


to open the liquor establishments, the drys are prepared 
to go into court to prove that peace has not yet been 
secured. 


So that itrall looks as though'there will be no wet 


goods leg-ally sold this Christmas season. 


And, at any rate, nation-wide prohibition g^es into 


effect January 1G, 1920. 


A wet spell between now and that date would only 


mix things up more than ever anyway. 


TIMES HAVE PRECEDENTS. 


In view of the disposition toward unrest and the 


manifestations of opposition to governmental authority, 
a survey of the situation in the light only of individual 
experience might cause one to arrive at the conclusion 


• that these times have had no counterpart and that out- 
plight is something new in the annals of the nation. 


Yet but a.slight perusal of history w'ould soon con- 


vince the reader that more than once have there been 
periods when the people appeared to be in the mood for 
trouble arid ready to set at defiance any authority which 
appeared to interfere with their personal wishes. 


The time of the French revolution In Washing-ton's 


second administration was one and it was not greatly 
different in the ultimate end sought from the doctrines 
taught by the modern bolshevists. 
For two or three 


years the reign of wild oratory o£ the Jacobin brand 
continued and so' completely did the "democratic" 
thought rule among the disciples of the French revo- 
lutionary theory that evon the title oC Mr. was dropped 
as smacking of class distinction. "Citizen" Genet, who 
came here as 'envoy and representative of -what was 
most violent in the principles of the dethroners of roy- 
alty, was loudly acclaimed by the people. 


Only the firm hand and cool head 
of Washington 


and a few of his advisers prevented steps' that would 
have embroiled the new nation in the general conflict 
abroad and possibly have wrought its destruction.- It 
was a time when it was thought the "rights OL' men" 
would bo bost served by acting erazily. 
But even that 


period was outlived. 
It could not continue because it 


was founded on passion and prejudice and not on rea- 
son and judgment. 


That they had "reds" of a sort as early as 3J76 is 


revealed In an old. chronicle that records that "one Ar- 
thur Thomas was mobbed and maltreated and chased 
to his home for saying 'congress be damned'." 
The 


same record notes that seven Philadelphia merchants 
who refused to accept the continental currency were 
proclaimed enemies of tho colonies and that a Tory 
who spoke profanely from congress was rushed to jail 
to save him from the mob. Thus it may be discerned 
that this age Is not tho only one that has had problems 
of unrest and a disposition to disorder.

EFFECT OF EARLY 


One of the largest national banks in New York City 


luis taken the trouble to Inquire into the early environ- 
ment of 100 of the financial leaders of the metropolis. 
The list includes presidents "of life insurance companies 
with assets in excess, of $100,000,000; officers of banks 
and. trust companies with capital, surplus and undivided 


'profits of $10,000,000 or more: presidents of transpor- 


tation, telegraph, telephone and express companies, and 
directors of other largo business houses. 
They have 


come to New York from all parts of the country, only 
•10 being natives of NOTV York state. 


But what the compiler regards as of most interest 


is the discovery that almost three-fourths of them _are 
from towns of a population of 10,000 or more—that is, 
cities. Forty-nine are from places of 100,000 or more. 
And the analyst o£ the statistics triumphantly concludes 
that this "does'away with the idea that yearly all 'big' 
men come from small towns." 


But it would be rash to jump at the conclusion that 


nearly all "big" men come from cities. 
Not enough 


evidence is at hand on which to base so sweeping an 
assumption. 
There are far more than 100 "big" men 


in the United States. Their "bigness" does not always 
take tho form of -successful management of business 
corporations. 
And they are- not all in New Tork City.

hjs rights. 
Yet hundreds of ox-sol- 
diers who suffered injuries, small or 
Important In army service have not 
applied .to the government for the 
benefits provided. 
i 
Men who' suffered o. slight injury 


to the eye, for instance, do not seem 
to understand that the government 
will have their eyes examined by n. 
competent oculist, a specialist if ncn- 
essary, and that glasses will be fur- 
nished, kept in repair, and replaced, 
as long as needed, all at government 
expense.. . That Is, of course, if the 
injury Is due-to military service. 
In 
most cases this is easily proved, but 
occasionally the injury did not be- 
come noticeable until after the man 
received 
his discharge. 
Then the 
cause must be traced and the origin 
bt the' trouble proved to be con- 
nected to service In Ihe armed forces 
in order for the man to obtain com- 
pensation. 
The term man as used here must 


be taken to mean any person, who 
served with United States forces. The 
government does not limit these ben- 
efits to the fighting1 man: .the army 
or navy nurse, the . marlnette, the 
yeoman" ( f ) . o r the telephone girl of 
tho signal corps are placed on ex- 
actly the same footing- as' the dough- 
boy who stopped a machine gun bul-, 
let in the Argonne, or the gob who 
broke'his leg om a slippery deck. .

The medical division of the Bureau 


of War Risk. Insurance, which is m 
'charge of these matters, is now fol- 
lowing up injured and diseased men 
still in service-to inform them of then- 
compensation and insurance rights. 
The need for this informative service 
was tested at Walter Reed hospital 
in Washington. 
A board oC medical 


officers of the United States Pubic 
Health service went .to .the hospital 
with the permission of the hospital 
authorities and explained to the pa- 
tients that those totally disabled are 
entitled to Insurance from date ot 
i'nlury. 
Men partially disabled got 
no insurance, but 
after 
discharge 


from service receive compensation in 
prooortlon to injury. 
This it seems 
is the most'misunderstood fact about 
the government insurance. 
Only a 


man totally disabled, or .the benefi- 
ciary of a deceased soldier, can ob- 
tain the insurance, while any man 
who sustained 30 percent or more ot 
injury is eligible for nionetery com- 
pensation and medico! care. A num- 
ber of men who hud not known 
about benefits due themvwere found. 
The board is now operating- in Iiew 
York, where it located 22 such men 
in one Hospital alone. 
. 
So long as a man is in service he 


is cared for 'by military doctors in 
militarv hospitals. 
When he leaves 


the armv. if he still needs attention, 
he''becomes a-patient of the medical 
division of the Bureau of War Risk 
Insurance. \ 
, , 
. 
'Compensation as awarded by the 


compensation and insurance claims 
division O.C the bureau means a sum 
of! money paid monthly to the dis- 
abled man. 
In addition to this the 


medical division furnishes an artifi- 
cial eye, tooth, or arm; a course of 
treatment in a sanatorium or lios- 
Dital -examination by a specialist, or 
whatever other treatment seems hKe- 
ly to restore the man to as near nor- 
'""tiitmrteeai Districts list.ablislieil. 


The medical division has' divided 


tho United States into 14' districts, 
each under care of a supervisor. THO 
ex-service man in need of medical 
attention applies to this supervisor 
or to the chief medical advisor of the 
Bureau of \Vark Risk Insurance. Me 
'is then referred to his nearest, ex- 
aminer, who decides that he should 
have \further hospital care, or an 
artificial limb, as the case may be, 
and sees to the matter, or else the 
examiner sends him at once to a 
specialist for more expert examina- 
tion . A corps of specia.hsts, located 
in all large cities of the United States, 
handles the government, eases. They 
are not entirely in government em- 
ploy, but they are paid by the gov- 
ernment for -the individual cases it 
sends them. 
Many of these special- 
ists, such as the neuro-surgeons, and 
maxillo-facial surgeons; have taken 
up their present work since the war 
began. 
Then there are orthopedic, 


X-ray, and laboratory specialists, and 
experts in various forms of surgery 
and on different parts of the body. 
System Originated in \j. S. 
The svstem by which the- govern- 


ment 'rates disability was worked .out 
in this country without reference to 
systems used- by other governments. 
Injuries are rated by percentages, 10 
percent, as before stated, being the 
least compensate injury. 
Some of 
the other countries gave no monetary 
compensation for disability lees -than 
60 percent. 
* 
As our rating table was made up 


indpendently of any other in use, the 
medical division found it interesting 
to compare,It with 
the 
Canadian 
table when some Canadian officers 
came here not. long asro. The Cana- 
dian rating- table had been made out 
df.ter study of French, JSnglish, and 
Italian tables. 
Comparison showed 
that the Canadiart and United States 
nttin'BS differed not. more than 3 or -4 
percent in any case. A slight, varia- 
tion was noted in respect to loss of 
iands. Canada gives tJie same corn- 


pensation for loss of right or left 
hand, while the United .States pro- 
vides more for the hand moat used. 
.Strange difficulties arise in rating 


a man's disability. 
For example, it 


is sometimes no easy matter to de- 
cide whether or not a man is totally 
blind. 
As un Inutnnce of this, a man 
may be lUjle to si?e only when his 
lieud is lilted far back or placed in 
some other peculiar position. 
Such 


a man in rated totally blind by the 
g-overnmont. 
-Any man whoso cor- 


rected vision (that is wliti glasses) 
is less than 5-200 is adjudged totally 
blind, jvhile a mun whose corrected 
vision is 20-40 has normal sight .by 
the government standard. 
Another problem is to judge deuf- 


ness. 
Total deafness is Inability to 


hear, evon by bony conduction. 
To 
test this a tuning fork is started vi- 
brating: and is first placed close to the. 
ear. 
If tho man cannot hear the 


singing,- the fork is placed back of 
the ear against tho bone. 
If . tho 


sound carries there he c-an hear by 
bony conduction and is not totally 
deaf. Ho can bo fixed up by an elec- 
tric hearing device placed against the 
bone.Interest of Inventors Kcvlvwt 


The war has revived the Interest 


of inventors along the lines of arti- 
ficial limbs and surgical appliances. 
The pian who lost an eye, socket and 
all, 
in the Civil war, hail 
to

through life with a black patch over 
it. 
The late war has inspired 
a 


.French oculist to design a glass eye 
.with a li'd of plastic material, tinted 
flesh color and fringed with lashes, 
to lit such cases, 
hie connected this 


ewe with a pair of spect^Ldos by fine 
wires. When the spectacles were put 
on the eye slipped 
natui-r.ll.v 
into 


place. 
Many users'of artificial limbs 


make a living by manual arts, dross 
themselves, rjdf, dancp, and live the 
lives of ordinary human beings. 
The artificial arm approved by the 


medical division 
Iras the so-called 
Darrance hook. The hook has taken 
the place of the artificial glovfd hand 
save for dress and utn'tc occasions. 
A sling pver the shoulder control^ 
th\ cords of the arm, and the desired 
motions are made by different shrugs 
of the opposite shoulder. 
Any man 


can become expert in the use of on 
artificial limb provided he is patient. 


The process of fitting riYi artificial 


limb properly requires some .time and 
patience.'It takes lime for the stump 
to shrink and get into shape before 
the man can wear anything on it. 
Usually when the soldier gets well 
enough to bo discharged he is still 
wf.:i.rlnir the temporary limb supplied 
by the army. 
When lie'is ready for 


a pe'rmanent limb tho medical divi- 
sion orders a manufacturer to make 
a cast of tl)e stump and to make the 
limb. 
Artificial limbs arc made'from 


willow, or some other light, tough 
wood, covered- with 
rawhirte, 
and 


painted. 
The medical division states 
that it instructs manufacturers 
to 
furnish Its patients with only their 
best "made and 
efficient 
kinds 
of 


sto^k. 
There were 3.SOO major amputa- 


tions during the war, ond 91 double 
major amputations—t\vo limbs. Only 
tkrce men who lost both hands have 
come to the bureau's notice. 
It is 


not supposed-that ".there were many, 
more than this who lost both arms, 
nor that any man lost both arms and 
both legs.
